6. Imagine your class to be all 
full-backs. How would you teach 
them to clear on the volley? 

7. Give your class some realistic 
“movement drills’ or “related 
practices” avhich always finish 
with a hard shot at goal. 

8. Coach the class in some 
“pressure training” in shooting at 
goal. i
